Evidence in the Wilson UCase. 


In investigating the Wilson case the first 
startling development was that his name does 
not appear on the jury list at all. The ticket 
on which Wilson wae subpcened bears the 
number 30,167. Opposite the number 80,- 
167 on the jury ‘list appears the name of 
Henry E. Ballard, No. 59 Diversey place. 
The ticket bearing the name of George C. 
Wilson, the initial being C. iastead of T., as 
it should be, is written in a peculiar 
hand. Every one of the clerks in 
County Clerk Wulff’s office, where these 
tickets are made out, has testified that he did 
not write the ticket and does not recognize 
the handwriting. Daniel E. Harrington, one 
of the clerks, testiffed that on card No. 30,167 
he wrote the name of Henry E. Bailard, No. 
59 Diversey place. He had never seen the 
card bearing the name of George C. Wilson. 

Thomas J. Lawier,; jury clerk in Mr. Schu- 
bert’s office, swore to an affidavit which the

prosecution think puts the last clinching nail 
on their case against the juror Wilson. He 
swore that Jerry Flynn, one of the elerks in 
Mr. Schubert’s office, brought to him a 
bundle of tickets drawn from the jury box 
and bearing the names of jurors, 

“ Flynn counted out fifty cards to me,”’ 
said Lawler. ‘‘ I took them and when I came 
to this catd numbered 30,167 I was at once 
struck by its peculiar handwriting. It is a 
handwriting Ihave never seen before on a 
jury card. Flynn had a good many cards 
left after he counted out fifty to me, and I 
saw him put them in a pigeon hole of his desk. 
He had no right todo that. Later I asked 
him for them and he said he had already 
given them tome. He had not done so, how- 
ever,” 

Wilson Never Drawn as a Juror. 


** Wilson was never drawn as a juror,” said 
Attorney Bottum,. ‘“ His name is not on the 
jury list. He is no more a legal juror than I 
am. If, with him on the jury. the defendant 
should be convicted I believe the case would 
be reversed on the ground that there were 
only eleven jurors. He is clearly not entitled 
to serve.”’ 

The affidavits relating to the manner in 
which Wilson got on the jury will be present- 
ed to Judge Tuthill this morning and on them 
the State will ask Wilson’s dismissal. 

Many other stories and rumors were invest- 


igated by the 


timate friend of one of the attorneys for the 
defense. This information was brought to 
the office by a stranger, who did not leave his 
name, and came also in the shape of an 
anonymous letter. Investigation failed to 
confirm it. 

During the day one of the veniremen, who 
was excused from service, was brought into 
the office. He was known to bear a character 
not above suspicion. Under close question- 
ing, however, he refused to disclose anything, 
though, it is said, he proposed on payment of 
$500 to furnish some information. 

Defense Is Not Worried. 


Judge Wing and Attorney Donahoe say they 
are not worried over the affidavits presented 
by the attorneys for the prosecution in the 
Coughlin case. Judge Wing replied to a 
question about an alleged agreement made 
by himself and Mr. Donahoe in a consulita- 
tion in the State’s-Attorney’s office that the 
two suspected jurors should ve excused by 
mutual consent: 

‘‘ There has been no understanding of any 
sort in regard to these jurors. If there had 
been it would have been carried out in court 
today.” 

‘** Will you file any counter affidavits in the 
matter.” 

** Not unless something is filed by the prose- 
cution that we consider worthy of an an- 
swer.”’ | 

‘* The prosecution questions the competency 
of two jurors,”’ Judge Wing continued, “‘ the 
competency of Jurors Gates and Wilson. In 
the case of Juror Gates they present three af- 
fidavits, those of Mr. Munn, Miss Munn, and 
of Mrs. Gates, the wife of the juror. In the 
affidavit of Miss Munn she states in reply to 
leading questions that last Sunday she and 
her father visited Mrs. Gates, who is an old 
friend of the family, and that Mrs. Gates re- 
marked that her husband was on the Cronin 
jury and that in consequence she would be a 
widow for a while. Mrs. Gates had said she 
thought the defendant would be acquitted. 
The interviewer solicited Miss Munn to say 
that Mrs. Gates had said her husband had 
been put on the jury through the intervention 
of some friend, but she would not say that. 

‘* Mr. Munn’saftidavit states he heard a por- 
tion of the conversation between Mrs. Gates 
and his daughter and that al! he recollected 
was Mrs. Gutes’ expression of her opinion of 
the probable result of the trial and that 
Coughlin would be acquitted, and that on this 
information he thought it his duty to inform 
the prosecuting attorney. Mrs. Gates was 
interviewed by the prosecution and said she 
had no knowledge of her husband’s state of 
mind as to the Cronin case, and she thought 
her husband would have been glad to have 
been excused. The prosecution cross-exam- 
ined her at great length, but this examination 
failed to show any ground whatever for 
doubting the competency of her husband as a 
ite Those Defective Jury Cards. 

“‘Asto Juror Wilson it appears that the 
jury card containing his name and number is 
in a different handwriting from the cards of 
his eleven associate jurors. Several attachés 
of the County Clerk’s office and of the Clerk 
of the Criminal Court were examined and 
they stated that these cards were written by 
quite a number of different employés of the 
office. Théy could not state how many had 
to do with the preparation of these cards. 
Only twelve cards were exhibited and 
even this small number bore the hand- 
writing of three or four different persons. 
A comparison of the card having the name of 
Juror Wilson with the jury list having the names 
and numbers of the different men from 
which the cards which go into the box ought 
to have been copied disclosed the fact that op- 
posite the number which was on Wilson’s 
card was the name of a man named Ballard. 
This would indicate either an accidental mis- 
take or an intentional substitution. With the

LAWLER A CAN PEALE 


HE 3 THE DEMOORATIO NOMI. 
NATION FOR MAYOR. 


Not That He Expects to Get It, They Say, 
but te Throw His Delegate Support 
Against HopkiuseFrank Is After Vin- 
dieation=Dreyer Refuses Testily to 
Withdraw in Favor of Wenter=The Lat- 
ter’s Boom Said to Lack Coheston—Big 
Republican Mass-Meeting Next Week. 


There is still another Democratic Mayoralty 
candidate in the field. Frank Lawler bas de- 
cided to enter ‘he list, Last evening he issued 
the following card: 

To the request of numerous friends, who have 
asked me to allow them to use my name before 
the Democratic convention which meets next Sat- 
urday, Dec. 2, I would state that, after consulta- 
tion with the best representative men of my 
party, who heve assured me of their hearty sup- 
port, I will feel honored by such a nomination, 
and hereby give consent that my name may be 

used. Franx LAWLER. 

Lawler has hitherto been counted as one 
of the supporters of Frank Wenter. Now 
that he has come out in his own behalf, he 
will hardly weaken Wenter. Rather he will 
try to make battle against Hopkins in wards 
which were counted for the latter, such as 
the First, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Eleventh, Eighteenth, and Nineteenth. A 
campuign fund, it is said, has been 
placed at Lawler’s disposal and he is expecied 
toshowup as a martyrin the convention, 
with the support of forty or fifty delegates. 


These he would be ready to turn over at any 


time to any candidate who could beat Hop- 
kins. Lawler does not expect to be nominat- 
ed, of course. He only hopes to be vindicated 
through the defeat of Hopkins. He will sup- 
port any other candidate in the convention in 
preference to Hopkins. 

It is too early yet to exactly measure the 
influence of Lawyer’s cafdidacy. It may be 
a fizzle, and it may amount to a great deal. 
If there is so much feeling about the turning 
down of Lawler as his friends say, Frank’s 
new departure may change the whole aspect of 
the contest, and make it up hill work for Hop- 
kins. The friends of the latter ridicule Law-

Energetic Work for Mr. Dreyer. 

After the Lawler pronunciamento the chief 
event of the day on the Democratic side was 
the energetic way in which Mr. Dreyer and 
his friends opened their campaign. They had 
a big meeting at Mr. Dreyer’s office. 

There were 100 present and they brought 
promises from several hundred more, The 
meeting appointed a Campaign committee, 
which will be announced later, and Mr. 
Dreyer expressed himself confident of suc- 
cess. In the early part of the day a commit- 
tee was sent from the Wenter headquarters to 
Mr. Dreyer to urge him to withdraw in favor 
of Wenter. The committee consisted wholly 
of German Democrats, Leo Austrian, Felix 
Lange, Adolph Starm, Fritz Goetz, and John 
Thurn. Mr. Dreyer listened patiently to the 
remonstrances of the committee and then 
said: 

“Gentlemen, I am astonished at you. I 
entered this race at the request of leading 
business-men. I am not the candidate of pol- 
iticians. You come here from a politician to 
tell me I should not be a candidate. You ap- 
peal tu. me to make way foraGerman, There 
is no nationality in this. I am not seeking 
nomination as a German, but as a Democrat. 
I am certainly as good a German as Mr. 
Wenter. 


The delegation withdrew without much 
further parley. 

Wenter’s Boom Seems to Be Drifting. 

Mr. Dreyer is a tavorite among the North 
Side Germans, and is likely. it is said, to have 
a larger following in the convention then Mr. 
Wenter. Infact Mr. Wenter’s boom, not- 
withstanding the efforts of the senior organ to 
float it, seems to be drifting. It appears to 
lack cohesion and direction. Mr. Doyle of 
Maywood is considered haif-hearted in its 
support. Bob Burke and McCarthy are for 
it, to keep certain wards away from Hopkins. 
Even in Wenter’s own ward there is a strong 
Hopkins feeling. This was illustrated yester- 
day. Frank Wenter wanted to have ex- 
Ald. Cullerton’s name head the delegate ticket 
from the Ninth Ward. Cullerton is known to 
be an intense anti-Hopkins man. But several 
of the Ninth Ward leaders favor Hopkins as a 
second choice. Therefore they objected to 
Cullerton, and Ald. Rohde, who is an ardent 
supporter of Wenter, said if Cullerton were 
named asa delegate he would fight the ticket 
in his precinct. Cullerton had to be dropped. 

At the Wenter headquarters yesterday the 
chief workers were Austin J. Doyle, Bob 
Burke, and Adolph Sturm. Thomas Jeffer- 
son Curry dropped around and went away 
soon after, saying: 

**They would better rent out here or de- 
clare vacant. The Wenter boom is ‘ busted.’ 
Hopkins will “be nominated as sure as fate. 
They tried to catch me, but I am tooold a 
bird for that.’’ , 

There isa suspicion now that Wenter and 
Dreyer are in the field for getting away 
votes from Hopkins to throw them to 
some dark horse candidate. William C. 
Seipp, the brewer, and D. R. Cameron 
were suggested last evening before Frank 
Lawler’s candidacy was announced. The 
situation is certainly getting complicated. 
Hopkins, it seems, leads at present, but the 
opposition is growing and is getting quite des- 
perate. Nothing will be left undone to throw 
Hopkins in the convention. And from pres- 
ent appeorances it will be impossible to unite 
the Democracy in his behalf after the conven- 


tion.

PRIVATE BANK AT GREENUP CLOSED. 


Cashier Has Disappeared and No State- 
ment Can Be Given of Its Condition.

LEHIGH STRIKE DEAD. 


EMPLOYES OF OTHER ROADS DE- 
OLINE TO HELP VALLEY MEN. 


This Takes Away the Final Hope of the 
Strikers and, It Is Said, They Will Give 
In Today =<Important Conference of 
Labor Leaders at Philadelphia=—They 
Won't Say Whether They Will Give Up 
er Continue the Fight=—Knights of 
Labor Disraption Predicted. 

Burrawo, N. Y., Nov. 28.—[{Special. }—The 
strike of the Lehigh Valley engineers is dead, 
No ground for doubt of this longer exists. 
The company is now running its freight trains 
regularly. At no time has it been unable to get 
its passenger trains through nearly on time. 
But in the face of these important facts the 
strikers have held out, feeling confident of 
their ability to call out all the men on all the 
roads east of Chicago. Now the engineers on 
the Nickel Plate and Erie roads have deter- 
mined to stick to their posts, and the strike 
is thus given its death-blow. For several days 
there have been rumors, all seeming to have 
some foundation, that the Erie, Nickel Plate, 
Lackawanna, and Lake Shore engineers 
would join in the fight.

Smith heard arguments in a peculiar insur- 
ance suit, It was an action of Mr. Kline and 
others against the Western Assurance compa- 
ny to recover the atmount of a policy of insur- 
ance on whisky which was burned.

The policies came back in due form, but when 
the claim was made for the insurance the com- 
panies objected because the property was de- 
stroyed before the policies were made out. 
However, the premiums had not been re- 
turned to the persons insured or even tend- 
ered to them. One case was tried and the ver- 
dict for the amount was sustained by the up- 
per courts. It was then held that the contract 
began under the arrangement with the agent 
when theapplication was mailed. An odd feat- 
ure in the case was that the agent said he 
always, near the end of the month, posted be- 
side his desk the names of the companies 
which had had the least business during the 
mofith.* In this instance the three companies 


"involved were so posted and they got this busi- 


ness, which was a loss. when taken.

MOLONEY’S AUTHORITY QUESTIONED. 


Dock Rental Charges Due to Custom and 
Not to Lawfal Right, 

The question of dock , rental and Harbor- 
master Sullivan’s interference therewith was 
atopic of conversation in marine circles yes- 
terday. The question is far-reaching in its 
possibilities, and Mr. Sullivan’s authority on 
the river inay be denied, asa result. One of 
the leading marine men of the city said: 

‘‘ Funderstand Harbormaster Sullivan has 
acquired the rental privilege of the docks of 
the Northwestern road, of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral, and of Kirk Bros. Assistant McCarthy 
has some dockage at poche ay How they 
came by it 1 do not know, Northwestern 
dock have been offered to Harborinasters 
before, but they declined to have anything 
toco with them. We understand that Sul- 
livan has raised the price from $50 to $150 
a boat. This may be allright for a private 
citizen, but the Harbormaster thus rents a 
dock privilege as an individual which he 
might deem an obstruction in his official ca- 
pacity. ' 

‘* There is a question as to whether any 
charge can be made at all for dock privileges 
along the river. Custom has allowed it and 
that is the only reason the payments are 
nade. Some yearsago Judge Drummond, 
in the United States Court, in a case where 
some commission firm endeavored to collect 
for dockage along their property, decided that 
no charge could be made and that the owners 
could not prevent the boais tying up there 


work,” said Mayor Swift yesterday. “ The 
informants are men upon whom I can rely 
and whose wotd I can take without their pre- 
senting corroborative evidence which they 
say they can produce. The charges are con- 
fined not to the Street Department alone, but 
to other departments. I cannot give the time 
to Mvestigate all of these charges. There are 
matters of more importance to which the 
Mayor should give his attention, matters of 
finance and others. If I should investigate 
each of the complaints I would. be able to do 
nothing else. I have concluded therefore to 
believe that many of the pay rolls of the city 
departments do contain the names of men 
who do no work other than to draw their sal- 
aries, and instead of investigating each roll I 
shall give orders to the heads of departments 
to cut their rolls to the smallest possible 
amount. I have already given such orders to 
most of the heads of departments and I shall 
see the others soon. The effect will be the 
same as if I examined each of the pay rolls 
separately.”’ 

What the Mayor saysin this respect can be 
readily corroborated. Some of the street 
foremen and inspectors are saloonkeepers 
who spend most of the time behiud their own 
bars all summer and fall and who yet draw 
salaries from the city. One foreman, the 
brother of an Alderman, drew four months’ 
pay without rendering any service, An in- 
spector, who is a brother of a Water Office 
employé and who generally wears a jag, drew 
pay for every day during the months of June, 
July, and August. According to his foreman 
he never put in an appearance, One of the 
building inspectors from the Sixth Ward runs 
a livery stable. He spends each day till 12 
o’clock there, and occasionally drives one of 
his own teams to funerals. He draws full pay 
from the city. Cases of this kind could be 
cited by the score. But the Mayor is not go- 
ing to cry over spilt milk. He is setting him- 
self to preventing further abuses. 

He had a long talk with the officials of the 
Department of Public Works yesterday and 
at the end of the conference gave orders 
for the discharge of all the assistant foremen. 
He said the foremen could attend to all the 
work under them and there was no use for as- 
sistant foremen, The order affects about 
twelve or fifteen men in the department, men 
who draw good salaries, 


Sidewalk Inspectors Mast Go, 


The Mayor denies that he recalled the order 
to Supt. McCarthy to discharge the Sidewalk 
Inspectors. 

‘* The order stands,”’ he said. **I mean that 
it shall be carried out, I talked the matter 
over with Commissioner Jones and he in- 
formed me it would be positively necessary 
to keep some of the men to take measure- 
ments when Aldermen introduce ordinances 
for new walks.

Gov. Altgeld Arraigns a Growing Evil in 
State Institutions. 


SprincrireLD, Ill, Nov, 28.—!Special, ]— 
The Trustees and Superintendents of the 
State charitable institutions met in confer- 
ence here today at the invitation of Gov, Alt- 
geld. He addressed the gathering at some 


length. He said in effect: 

I have adopted the policy of requiring that al! 
those who fill important places must in per- 
sonal sympathy with the administration and per- 
sonally interested in carrying out its policies. but 
this rule has not been applied to minor places, 
and my instructions have been not to employ any- 
body, no matter by whom recommended or urged, 
unless it was reasonably apparent tnat he or she 
was honest and competent and would do efficient 
work. You should not have an employé in the 
institutions whom you cannot remove without a 
moment's hesitation whenever it becomes appar- 
ent that the best interests of the institutions re- 
quire it. 

The Governor recommended a more 
thorough inspection of the institutions by the 
trustees. But the principal reason for calling 
the meeting, the Governor continued, was to 
consider the subject of purchasing supplies. 
He said: 

Instead of having a man connected with the 
institution go into the market and use his own 
judgment in making purchases, I recommend 
that each: institution make out requisitions for 
its supplies and send duplicate copies to all busi- 
ness houses within reach and receive bids for the 
supplies desired, The lowest bid shouid then be 
aceepted. ] want this system adopted in ever 
institution in this tate and rigidly ad- 
bered to.

Weak at the Opening, but Shewed a 
Decided Improvement Before the Close 


Prospect of North Side Elevated Road

Money continues to pile up in the banks, 
Probably never before have the Chicago 
banks carried such a large amount of idle 
money; never before has the surplus reserve 
been so great. Thereare banks which have 
by no means earned a reputation for running 
with an unduly large reserve that now have 
on hand 60 per cent of their deposits. The 
demand for money possibly shows some little 
improvement, but the improvement is by no 
means keeping pace with the accumulation of 
deposits. Prospects certainly point towards 
the largest accumulation of idle money that 
has ever been seen. It is rather inter- 
esting to make some comparisons of 
the situation in New York as is shown by the 
last bank statement as against previous periods. 
In an examination covering the last decade it is 
seen that only once before have deposits exceeded 
loans by as wide a margin as they do at present. 
That was in the summer of 1885. Attention has 
before been called to the fact that the surplus re- 
serve has now passed all previous limits. There 
has been but one time before when it was any- 
thing like the present amount, and that was also 
inthe summer of 1885. The amount of specie 
held by the bank’ has been twice exceeded, the 
dates being the summer of 1885 and January, 
1892. The holdings of legal tender, however, are 
now far higher than ever before. The pressure of 
idle money in the local field is as yet chiefly felt in 
the excellent demand for bonds. No extraordinart- 
ly low rates of interest are yet quoted, although 
there is plenty of moneys to be had at 5 per cent, 

The stock market showed more firmness and a 
greater power of recovery than was generally ex- 

At the opening a drive was made at West 
Side stock and it was sold down to 149, The sellers 
bought back as much as they sold, however, and 
found after they came to look over the situation that 
the attempt to depress the stock brought out little 
besides their own offerings.

SAYS EMERSON MADE A CONFESSION, 


Ex-Judge Prendergast Explains Report as 
to Abduction of a Witness. 

Considerable excitement was caused yester- 
day in the Gorrell forgery case by the state- 
ment of the defense made outside the court- 
room that a witness had been abducted by 
the prosecution, The witness reported miss- 
ing was Edward Emerson. He was staying at 
the home of Gorrell, the defendant, and it is 
claimed he disappeared Tuesday afternoon. 
He, however, appeared last evening at C. M. 
Hardy’s office. 

Emerson said that in company with a friend 
named McCarthy he was taken to detective 
headquarters, where they met Attorney Pren- 
dergast, who represents the prosecution in the 
case. Emerson said that he was urged to ad- 
mit that he had forged an application for in- 
surance on the life of Van C. Davis and that 
he declined to make any such admission. He 
then was allowed to depart. 

Ex-Judge Prendergast said last night: 

‘*TLast week Mr. Longenecker and myself, 
representing the prosecution, being satisfied 
that this man Emerson had committed both 
forgery and perjury, called upon Inspector 
Shea and laid the matter before him. He de- 
tailed three police officers to work on the 
case. They ascertained that McCarthy owned 
a little yacht known as the Frolic; that Emer- 
son was a mate on that yacht; that McCarthy 
was in Duluth: that Emerson had been found 
at Duluth by Gorrell’s agent. One of 
the detectives went to Duluth last Fri- 
day night to locate Emerson and to as- 
certain if possible from him the truth. 
The detective learned that McCarthy and Em- 
erson were in Chicago. McCarthy was traced 
in Chicago and at length Emerson was found 
in Gorrell’s house, where, every day since the 
day he testified asa witness, a week or ten 
days ago, he had been under cover. He was 
brought down last night into the office of 
the Chief of Detectives and re he 
said he was willing to tell a truthful 
story provided immunity from prosecution 
would be guaranteed to him. I told him I 
did not propose to use force to get him to tell 
his story, but that Judge Longenec«er and 
myself would recommend that he be granted 
immunity for any offenses that he may have 
committed ia connection with this case if he 
told the truth. He then said that he had 
a written agreement signed by Gorrell short- 
ly after he (Emerson) came to Chicago to at- 
tend this trial as a witness, in which Gorrell 
agreed to pay him for his testimony.”

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SUGAR DROPS AGAIN. 


ANOTHER DAY OF EXCITEMENT ON 


THE 8STOOK EXOHANGE. 


Whisky and Chicago Gas Also Decline, but 
the Latter Takes an Upward Turn Later 
Railroad Securities Strong=The Whole 
List Advances from a Quarter to a Full 
Point—The Market Closes with a Strong 
and Healthy Tone=—Some Favorable 
Causes. 

New York, Nov. 28.—[Special.]—No soon- 
er was the market opened today than the 
excitement that marked yesterday's scenes 
broke out with renewed force. As before 
sugar had to stand the brunt of the battle, 
and a howling mob of gesticulating brokers 
surged about the trading post. Blocks of 
stocks, 1,000 to 2,000 shares, were purchased 
by the ring at a time, and under the influence 
of such weight it was impossible for the price 
to hold up. It had closed at 85%. It opened 


at 85 and in the first five minutes from the 


start 10,000 to 12,000 shares had changed 
hands, sending the figure down to 84}¢ as fast 
as the change could be recorded. The bears 
were not satisfied with that. They kept ham- 
mering away until they had forced the price 
as low as 804%. Whisky was neglected some- 
what in the fight over sugar. It opened at 28, 
14 of a point better than the closing, but it 
soon sagged to 27% andhungthere. Chicago 
Gas caught the infection and dropped 4 
point, to 68, and Burlington sank a trifle. 
Other stocks were scarcely handled. After 
tape ew had sold about everything in sight 
in a twinkling there was a breathing spell, in 
which an upward movement began. Sugar 
crept slowly back, with an occasional slip, un- 
= it touched 82, where it hung for some 
me, 

Chicago Gas soared in sympathy, and went 
to 64. General electric recorded an increase 
to 37 from 364, and there was a perceptible 
stiffening of weak backbones at every post. 

Railroad securities were noticeably strong. 
They were not only not affected by the slum p 
in’ sugar, but they gained coustantly, thoug 
slowly. The whole list of railroads advanced 
from a quarterof a point toa full point. The 
stiffening gave a hopeful tone to all the market. 

Causes of the Strong Market.

One was un- 
doubtedly the publication of the tariff bill, 
which brings to a close the period of commer- 
cial pepe! cog § The country’s trade knows 
now on what lines its development for the 
coming year will probably be fixed. Another 
factor of strength was the confidence gained 
by the market’s firmness in the face of the in- 
dustrial declines of yesterday. A further 
cause lay in the remarkably favorable Oc- 
tober statements published by the St. Paul 
and the Burlington and Quincy. Judged by 
this standard, the recent statements of No- 
vember’s weekly gross receipts promise fur- 
ther encouragement when November's net 
earnings shali have been compiled. 

The special declines of yesterday and this 
morning had a double cause and were accel- 
erated by other factors than the Ways and 
Means committee’s schedules. Sugar certifi- 
cates in’ particular have reaped this week the 
natural harvest of the season’s reckless 
manipulation. This was made apparent by 
the course of the stock today. The market 
for the certificates opened in tomplete 
demoralization and within ten minutes the 
price had been forced down nearly four points. 
As each successive even figure was reached a 
mass of stock was poured upon the market 
and the source from which it came was plain 
to everybody. The bulk of the sales came un- 
questionably from professional! traders with ex- 
hausted margins: the credulous fraternity who 
were duped some weeks ago into accumulat- 
ing sugar stock far beyond their capecity to 
carry,on the assurances of one or two dubi- 
ous leaders, in whom, it seems, nothing will 
disturb the traders’ faith. 


RESULT OF AN UNCHANGED TARIFF. 


President Greenhut Gives His Opinion of 
the Raid on His Stock, 


Porta, Ill., Nov. 28,—[Special, }—During 


the last few days the stock of the Distilling and | 


Cattle-Feeding company has attracted a great 
deal of attention by reason of the sudden and 
unexpected drop in the prices of quotations. 
This drop has amounted to a number of 
points, and it is extremely difficult to tell 
whether the end has been reached yet or not. 
Mr. J. B. Greenhut, President of the com- 
pany, was interviewed at his home this even- 
ing concerning the break. He did not seem 
to be at all worried, and said it was a senseless 
raid on the part of the bears on the New York 
Stock Exchange. He further expressed the 
opinion they would pay dearly for their 
temerity before they got through with the 
deal and recovered the stock they had sold. 
President Greenhut considers the raid the re- 
sult of the action of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives in not 
agreeing on an increase in the tax on spirits. 
It was generally thought, he says, they would 
do so, and announce the same at the time the 
tariff bill was given to the public. In the 
opinion of President Greenhut whisky will be 
called on to providea larger part of the in- 
crease in the revenues required by the deficit 
in the United States Treasury, in which case 
the oe company will naturaliy be great- 
ly benefited. He furthermore asserted the 
stock was worth more intrinsically than it was 
today selling for, and the company, lie says, 
is doing a larger and more profitable business 
than for a year past. He is very sanguine of 
the future, and, broaching the subject of divi- 
dends, remarked-that when a company is 
making money the question of dividends 
solves itself, 

Louisviiz, Ky., Nov. 28.—[{Special.]— 
The drop in the whisky trust certificates was 
not felt in Louisville, as but little of the stock 
is held here. The local whisky market is not 
affected by the fluctuations of the whisky trust 
stock, the trade being independent of the com- 
bine. The highwines cf the trust have but lit- 
tle sale in this market, the trade being almost 
exclusively in straight goods. 


EX-PRIEST ATTACKED IN THE STREETS, 


War Between Roman Catholics and Prot- 
estants Grows Bitter at Maysville. 

Maysvitziz, Ky., Nov. 28.—Ex-Priest J. V. 
McNamara and wife have been in Maysville 
since Sunday delivering lectures at the opera- 
house. Religious circles have been wrought 
up since the Rev. Coke delivered his ser- 
mon on “The Perils of Romanism” 
in the Christian Church a few weeks ago 
and the presence of the ex-priest has 
intensified the feeling. As the ex-priest was 
on his way to the opera-house last night some 
one threw a brick at him from an alley, and 
the priest drew his revolver. He lectured to 
men only, and, apoe returning to his hotel, 
was arrested by Marshal Fitzgerald on the 
charge of selling obscene literature. After 
the arrest the anti-Catholic feeling was aroused 
and there were many quarrels and knock- 
downs.

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NORTH-SIDERS FAVOR ELECTRIC ROAD. 


Citizens Are Working with Their Aldermen 
for Passage of the Ordinances. 

The people of the northwest districts of the 
city seem to be anxious that the Council shall 
pass the ordinance of the North Chicago 
Electric railroad company. A number of the 
residents of the Twenty-seventh Ward were at 
the City Hall trying to make friends for the 
ordinance yesterday. ‘Nothing ever in- 
troduced into the Council interests 
the people of the Northwest Division 
so much as this,’”’ said one of them. 
*Three-fourths of the property frontage 
on Milwaukee avenue, between Armitage and 
Lawrence avenues, one of the proposed lines 
of the road, has been signed in favor of 
the line. We have been’ kept back for 
a by the lack of transportation facilities. 

e have tried to get Mr. Yerkes to extend his 
cable line, but he does not want to make such 
long hauls fora single fare. Of course, we 
know we shall be obliged to pay two fares if 
this electric road is built, one on the electric 
road and one on the cable road, but we do 
not object to that.’’ 

The new “L”’ road ordinance is also re- 
ceived with much favor. It is believed that 
the persons behind it are substantial citizens, 
and that they mean business. The only ob- 
jection to the ordinance is that its right of 
way on the north division especially is too 
wide. This may be narrowed, however. Ed- 
ward W. Ruseell, one of the directors of the 
new company, said yesterday: 

“Qur project is a fair, square, honest, 
straightforward, bona fide business project. 
We have the money to build the road and we 
mean to build it. For obvious reasons! can- 
not tell you who the capitalists are who are 
behind the enterprise. The road will be 
built both by Chicago and eastern capital. 
We have no ulterior object in view, however, 
in applying for this ordinance. We do not 
seck to secure it with the view °of 
freezing out anybody else, nor have we 
any connection whatever with any 
corporation which is at present 
occupying the field in any way or which may 
be seeking to occupy the field. As Ihave 
said, our proposition is a fair, square, honest, 
business one, made for no other purpose than 
building the road and supplying the North and 
Northwest Sides of the city with much-need- 
ed transportation facilities. No more definite 
information of the route we propose to fol- 
low can be given at present than that set forth 
in our ordinance which has been introduced 
in the Council.” 

Nearly all the North Side Aldermen favor 
the project.

EX-SPEAKER REED ON THE WILSON BILL. 
The ex-Speaker is one of the Republican 
members of the Committee on Ways and 
in which. to pre- 
pare and print their minority report on the ’ 
new tariff bili. In that report its changes and 
sweeping reductions will be dealt-with fully. 
In the meanwhile Mr. Reed has stated in a 


} few words some of the general objections to 


the handiwork of the Southern Democrats of 
the Ways and Means committee. He says: 

In the first place the country onght to under- 
stand that there has been a certain degree of un- 
fairness abeut the preparation of this bill—un- 
fairness to the country rather than to individe- 
als—arising from the composition of the commit- 
tee. The Democracy have taken the lion’s share 
of the committee—and they have done this for a 
purpose; for, while the Northern Democrats. are 
represented upon the comntittee, they are repr e- 
sented in such away that the South holds a ° 
strange and very unfortunate predominance. As 
theic industrial status is very much different 
from the average of the whole country it neces- 


‘sarily follows, and absolutely in fact has fol- 


lowed, that the bill is about as bad as could be 
reasonably imagined. This may not be true with 
regard to every item, but itis certainly true with 
regard to the most important matters in the 


bill, 

One of the most striking things to be objected 
to is the frequent unnecessary changes from 
specific duties to ad valorem duties. Probably 
any one who has actual business in the United 
States knows that even if the ad valorem duties 
were calculated upon the same basis as the 
specific duties, in actual practice, owing to 
the way in which undervaluations are made and 
appraisements are made, it would be a reduction 
of at least 10 per cent in the tariff on this basis. 
Then it will be noticed that the package system 
which was in vogue prior to the McKinley bill, 
and which has led toso many frauds upon the 
revenue—the substitution of actual articles of 
manufacture for simple coverings of goods—that 
the nearly universal sentiment of merchants of 
the United States was in favor of the change then 
made has been revived and itis very doubtful if 
the proviso in any satisfactory way answers this 
criticism. In the very important schedules the 
effect of this change from specific to ad valorem 
duties will be quite apparent. In the cotton 
schedules specific rates have been retained, un- 
doubtedly because the South was more or less 
interested in cotton manufactures, and the de- 
sire to protect their own local interests has 
cansed them to adopt the system which they have 
rejected elsewhere to the disadvantage of their 
neighbors. 

These remarks are justified by the facts. 


Of the seventeen members of the Ways and 
Means committee eleven are Democrats. Of 
the eleven six are from the Southern States. 
There is but little manufacturing done in that 
section. Its attention is confined to the pro- 
duction ofa few agricultural staples. The 
Congressmen from the South know nothing 
of manufactures. They feel to some extent 
the prejudice against them which has always 
existed in their part of the country. 

Of the Northern Democrats on the com- 
mittee one is from Nebraska and has his 
head full of free trade ideas. Another is 
from Indiana and another from Michigan. 
The great manufacturing States are repre- 
sehted only by Cockran of New York and by 
Stevens of Massachusetts. Thus if. every 
member of the committee were free from 
prejudice yet ignorance would bein the ma- 
jority, and the bill framed would be a de- 
fective one. The South has undertaken to 
legislate regarding great interests of which 
it knows nothing and towards which it enter- 
tains a dislike. The result is bad, as it woula 
be were New England farmers to lay down 
rules for Floridians to regulate the raising of 
tropical fruits. 

Mr. Reed condemns the change from spe- 
cific to ad valorem duties. So did Secretary 
Manning, a Democrat from a great Northern 
State whose chief city receives most of the 
foreign imports. Whoever has the least ac- 
quaintance with the losses which the govern- 
ment has suffered through frauds in valua- 
tions and the failure of the most careful and 
patient efforts to secure honest vajuations 
will agree with Mr. Reed. The ad valorem 
duty is a direct invitation to the foreign man- 
ufacturer and to the importer to undervalue 
his goods. Mr. Wilson’s assertion that “ cun- 
trary to common. belief specific duties lead to 
greater frauds in administration” than ad 
valorem ones is contrary to the facts as well 
as to public opinion. Fraud Will run riot un- 
der the new system, and the illegal reduction 
in the tariff due to it will be about 10 per 

cent, 

That the Democrats understand the effect 
of ad valorem duties is shown by the fact that 
while they apply them to woolen goods they 
do not to cotton ones, The former are not 
made in the South. Cheap coarse cotton 
goods are made there, It is not intended 
that the Southern manufacturers shall lose by 
undervaluations any of the protection which 
the duties on these cotton fabrics may give 
them. The foreign manufacturer cannot reg- 
ulate the duties on cotton goods to suit him- 
self by making false invoices, for the specific 
duties are in the way. But when it comes to 
dealing with other cotton fabrics, such as 
hosiery, plushes, and articles of clothing, then 
the specific duties are replaced by ad valorem 
ones, for such articles are not made in the 
South, and it is a matter of no consequence 
to Southern Democrats whether duties on 
them are collected honestly or not. 

These are some of Mr. Reed’s cogent objec- 
tions to the new bill. They and others will be 
set forth at length in the minority report, 
which will appear next week and which will 
give the people a far truer idea of the work of 
the Brigadiers than they will get from Chair- 
man Wilson’s eulogistic and ost misleading 
statements. 


DEMOCRATIC KINDNESS FOR CANADA. 

The framers of the Wilson tariff bill are 
anxious to benefit the Canadian producer and 
to furnish him a better market than he has 
been having, without asking or without ex- 
pecting any concessions in return for the 
bevefit of the American manufacturers, whose 
goods have to pay heavy duties in order to 
gain admission to the Dominion. This was 
to be expected. It is of a piece with the one- 
sided reciprocity treaty of 1854. 

The framers of the McKinley law, mindful 
of the unfriendly and restrictive Canadian 
legislation, and also having an eye to the pro- 
tection of the farmers living along the Cana- 
dian frontier, imposed duties on some of the 
farm products of Canada which had previ- 
ously been free—such as eggs. apples, and 
nursery stock, for instance—and raised the 
duties on vegetables, butter, cheese, poultry, 
animals, etc. Theee increases bore hard upon 
the Canadians, who had to take lower prices

These and other things have been done for | 
Canada, not because that country had signi- 
fied its intention of affording a freer market 
to American manufactures, but to deal a 
blow at the American farmers living along 
the extensive frontier. So heavily have the 
duties of the McKinley law borne on some of 
the industries of the Dommion that its gov- 
ernment would have been glad to promise 
as much as was 
proper. but « have their severity 
mitigated. The Democratic party proposes 
to do all which that government could ask for 
and to stipulate for nothing in return.

LILIVOKALANI’S TESTIMONY. 

The installment of ‘‘ Paramount "’ Blount’s 
report recently published contains the ex- 
Queen’s testimony. She explicitly states and 
confesses that the revolution was caused by 
her determination to force upon the people 
her new Constitution which she had been con- 
cocting for along time, She also confesses 
that half her Cabinet opposed it, and there 
were stormy times in her councils. This new 
constitutional scheme of the barbarian tyrant 
provided for the disfranchisement of all the 
white people of Hawaii, and if adopted and 
submitted to by them would lead to their ex- 
pulsion from the islands. She also had en- 
tered into a corrupt and debasing partnership 
with opium smugglers and lottery swindlers 
to operate in the United States from that safe 
base. These charges she does not deny, The 
disfranchising Constitution was not framed by 
aconvention of elected deputies, but was 
her own work, aided by some native fanat- 
ics. It was a sheer act of despotism 
and in plain and palpable violation of the 
Constitution of 1877, as she admits in her 
statement to Blount. Every assertion of 
Minister Thurston’s late address thus is veri- 
fied, except as to the point whether she had 
resigned her throne at the moment the ma- 
rines from the Boston landed to preserve 
order and protect the property of American 
citizens. But Mr. Thurston’s circumstantial! 
narrative proves that the dissolute tyrant had 
been dethroned and the provisional govern- 
ment organized and in actual possession and 
operation for some time before a marine had 
landed. This point has been established out 
of the mouths of many witnesses and needs no 
further advocacy. 

* The strongest reply that can be made, how- 
ever, to the Queen’s story is that ever since 
Blount removed the American flag and 
marines back to the warship Boston 
the provisional government has main- 
tained itself unaided and given the 
islands the best government they have 
enjoyed since the natives murdered Capt. 
Cook, who discoveret- the Sandwich Islands 
120 years ago. Since the American flag was 
pulled down by Blount this country and all 
powers trading at the island have recognized 
the provisional government. It is too late 
now to withdraw that recognition and go into 
the business of overthrowing existing repub- 
lics and setting up deposed rotten monarchies. 
To do so under any pretense whatever would 
be war outright. It could have no other 
name. The party led by Minister Thurston 
had a right to resist the imposition of the 
Liliuokalani disfranchising Constitution, and 
it was done successfully, and the miser- 
able tyrant was upset. The right of revolt- 
tion is conceded universally. Without it civil 
liberty and human progress are impossible. 
The question of international recognition 
turns on the success of the revolution, and it 
is laid down as an axiom of international 
law that “the means by which a revolution 
is accomplished, whether by violence or by 
coup d’état or by the weakness or misfortune 
of the ousted party, if successful, cannot be 
reviewed by any government friendly or ad- 
verse to its existence.

All hu- 
man governments are subject to these contin- 
gencies, and are supposed fully to be prepared 
to maintain their authority by superior force 
of arms if need be, If they are unable to do 
this, if they are outnumbered or are intimi- 
dated by a threat of foreign intervention, or 
if by any other means they are successfully 
supplanted by their opponents, they can 
have no claim uron friendly governments to 
avenge their wrongs and restore their lost 
power.”’ The rights of the recognized pro- 
visional government under President Dole 
must not be interfered with by President 
Cleveland, It is too late for him to undertake

LOOKING AFTER SOUTHERN IATERESTS. 
The. present duty on cleaned rice is two 
cents a poutd, orabout 100 per cent ad va- 
lorem. In spite of that heavy duty great 
quantities of rice are imported, for, notwith- 
standing the continuous protection which the 
Southern rice planters have had, they have not 
been able to supply the American demand. 
So limited is the area available for rice-grow- 
ing that they never will be. There is, there- 
fore, no reason from a protection point of view 
why the duty should be allowed to remain. 
While protesting against the unconstitution- 
ality of duties to protect Northern manufact- 
ures, which manufactures were being pro- 
duced in increasing quantities, sufficient ulti- 
mately to meet the needs of the country, the 
Southern Congressmen never have proposed 
to do away with the highly protective duty on 
rice, which was nothing more than a bounty 
paid to the grower. Thus even now in this 
Wilson bill, which is so radicul in many of its 
provisions, the duty on rice is put at 14 cents 
a pound. This means a higher ad valorem 
duty than is imposed on a single manufact- 
ured article, This duty will aid some South 
Carolinians, Georgians, and Louisianians. 
Therefore it is not “unconstitutional” and is 


| nota “robbery.” In the Mills bill the duty 


was reduced toa cent and a quarter a pound. 
The authors of the present bill thought that 
was going too far. 

The existing duty on oranges and lemons 
in bulk is about 70 per cent ad valorem. 
One would imagine that such a duty would 
affect revenue reform Democrats as a red rag 
does a bull, but it has had no such effect. 
That duty has been left unchanged. It would 
not do tomake war on a Florida interest. 
The duties on oranges and lemons in packages 
can hardly be said to have been reduced. Yet 
the Florida fruit has been sent to London and 
sold there in competition with the Sicilian 
-product. Were this industry a Northern one 
it would receive no protection. 

The manner in which sugar has been dealt 
with has already been stated. The McKinley 
law gave the Louisiana planters a bounty of 2 
cents a pound. The Democrats denounced it 
astheacme of unconstitutionality. Yet in-. 
stead of repealing that law, immediately sav- 
ing the Treasury millions, they indorse the 
bounty principle by permitting it to be paid, 
though on a decreasing scale, for eight years 
to come. Protection must not be pee 
suddenly from Louisianians. 

Thus are Southern interests cared for aesid- 
uously, The planter must not be deprived of 
his profits. With the Northern workingman

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EXIT TERENCE V. POWDEBLY. 

“Master Workman Terence V. Powderly, 
oes stress of circumstances, has stepped 
down and out and Master Workman James R. 
Sovereign has stepped up andin, The king 
is dead, long live the king. After nearly fif- 
teen years of practically absolute rule Mr. 
Powderly’s bluff of resignation, much to his 
surprise, was accepted by the anti-Powderly 
faction rather than to declare the position va- 
cant, which was the alternative he offered the 
recalcitrants, 

Undoubtedly the chief cause for the re- 
moval of Powderly is to be found in the fact 
that the members of that moribund organiza- 
tion are tired of his absolute domination and 
personal supremacy. The Powderly of 1893 
is not as big a man as the Powderly of 1885, 
nor is the organization as big now as it was 
then, and that it is not as big is charged, 
whether rightly or wrongly, to his personal 
rule and his contempt for the advice of his as- 
sociates. Itis only human nature for a man 
enjoying absolute power so many years to re- 
gard himself as the organization, and it is only 
human nature for those who are regarded as 
tools and common creatures by him to rise in 
revolt sooner or later and upset the offensive 
ruler. But there were other causes operating to 
unseat Terence Powderly. The Kuights of 
Labor have suffered many defeats of late and 
these defeats have been charged to his weak 
generalship. Whether he were responsible or 
not it also leaked out in the proceedings of 
the convention that the business of the order 
had been mismanaged in most reckless style, 
that its funds had been misapplied, that it is 
overwhelmingly in debt, that its membership 
has fallen off seriously, and there were not 
wanting hints that Powderly on more than 
one occasion had sold out to the capitalistic 
enemy and that he had become prejudiced 
against strikes. The main reason, however, 
for the discontent of the leaders of the Knights 
of Labor probably will be found in Powder- 
ly’s autocratic style of doing business. As he 
was an autocrat, deaf to counsels, the odium 
of failure was fastened upon him and he was 
driven out of his position, The man who 
eight years ago was so powerful as to bea 
matter of concern to all political parties is 
now plunged into defeat, and from defeat he 
will fall rapidly into obscurity. 

If the new autocrat, Mr. Sovereign, restores 
the organization to its old strength he indeed 
will prove himself a man of superior ability, 
skill, and intelligence. The Powderly tactions 
now are disgruntled, The membership of the 
order has fallen below 100,000 and it is con, 
ceded that last year but 32,000 paid their per 
capita tax. It nowis said that the Miners’ 
District Assembly, with its 8,000 members; 
the Window Glass Workers’ Local Assembly, 
with 5,000; and the Khode Island State As- 
sembly, with 5,000; and probably 250 more 
local assemblies, with a membership of 40,- 
000, will go out immediately. Sincd the 
failure of the Missouri Pacific strike the or- 
ganization has been weakened piecemeal. It 
is not unlikely that with the passing of Pow- 
derly the disiniegration will proceed . still 
more rapidly. The new Master Workman 
will have to muster supreme ability to restore 
the order to anything like its former useful- 
ness and strength. He will have to be a wise 
Sovereign indeed to harmonize and placate 
such refractory subjects. 


NO OVERHEAD WIRES. 

Mr. Yerkes asks for. an opportunity to ap- 
pear before the Council Committee on Rail- 
roads in order to maka plea in behalf of the 
ordinance giving his two companies the right 
to put up overhead electric wires. This is the 
ordinance which the committee filed unani- 
mously ashorttimeago. . 

Mr. Yerkes says in his letter to the Council 
that he does not wish to run overhead wiresin 
the heart of the city even were he allowed to 
do so. This explanation would have been un- 
necessary if he had omitted in drawing up 
his ordinance to ask for the right to run them 
on such streets. He should not have applied 
to the Council for more than he wanted. It 
was a thoughtless, unbusinesslike act. 

Mr. Yerkes says further that his under. 
ground line will not work in winter—the cli- 
mate will not permit. He does not say, how- 
ever, that storage batteries cannot be used in 
winter as wellas in summer, They can be, 
presumptively, but they cost more than the 
overhead wires. while Mr. Yerkes says 
his companies are willing to furnish the best 
facilities for travel that can be obtained and_ 
spend for them whatever money is necessary, 
yet itis a familiar fact that those companies 
do not furnish the best facilities in their 
power. Witness the way in which the Evans- 
ton avenue horse car line and many of the 
West Side horse car lines are operated. The 
practice of these companies does not come 
up to their professions. 

While it may seem discourteous to refuse 
any man a hearing, yet why should the com- 
mittee listen to Mr. Yerkes? The people want 
no trolley system in the heart of the city or in 
its limbs. They know that that system is un- 
safe, that while it would move them more 
rapidly it would kill them more swiftly. They 
would rather live and. curse the slow-moving 
horse cars for a while than to form the chief 
part of a procession to Graceland. They will 
accept underground electric roads or storage 
battery roads, but not overhead ones, So 
what is the use of asking for what they will 
not give? Let that matter drop. 

If Mr. Yerkes wishes to go before any com- 
mittee to repudiate the audacious claim of 
his lawyer that the ordinance passed by the 
Council last year gives him the right to use 
about any motor or motive power he pleases 
without the previous approval of the Mayor or 
Commissioner of Public Works, then it would 
be quite proper to give him an opportunity to 
do so. But he must not talk about overhead 
wires, That subject is tabooed. 


NO MIXING OF CHURCH AND § STATE, 

The circular recently issued by direction of 
Cardinal Gibbons appealing to the Maryland 
Legislature to give the parochial schools a 
share of the State-school fund is calculated to 
excite considerable feeling not merely in 
Maryland but in the United States generally. 
The reasons put forth in favor of the granting 
of this request are the familiar ones—that re- 
ligion, meaning thereby some form of secta- 
rian theology, is not taught in the public 
schools; and that parents who prefer the pa- 
rochial schools as places of education for their 
children because “ religion” is taught there 
are deprived of the benefit of their taxes so 
far as the education of their @wn children is 
concerned. 

It ie rather surprising that Cardinal Gibbons 
should be the one to renew this demand for a 
diversion of the school fund to sectarian pur- 
poses, for he ought to be aware of the hope- 
lessness of success. He, born and reared ia 
this country, ought to understand the popular 
feeling on this subject and the growing de- 
termination that nothing of the kind shall be 
done. He ought to be enough with 
the history of the country to know that the 
policy which has governed it from the com- 
mencement has proportionately more friends 


now than ever before.

SUPPOSED MURDERER OF REID. 
oa 
Arrest in Dublin of a Dynamite pect= 
Dust, N : _ 

» Nov, 28.—Not since the explosion 
at Dublin Castle eleven months ago have dy- 
namite and dynamiters engrossed so large a 
share of public and police attention, The 
murder last night near a quay on the River 
Liffey of Patrick Reid, who is supposed to 


have been connected with the dynamite con- 


»has added much to the mystery of 

case, but the police hope to be able shortly 

to clear up the whole affair. This morning 
they arrested John Mearns, an unemployed 
grocers’ assistant, on suspicion that he shot 
and killed Reid. Mearns was seen in Reid’s 
company prior to the tragedy. Aman was 
arrested last night immediately after the 
shooting, and the police believe that one of 
the two was the actual murderer and tne other 
his accomplice. It is still thought that the 
three men were concerned in the dynamite 
plot, and fearing that Reid would turn in- 
former the other two put him out of the way. 


A Coroner’s inquest was held today on the 


body of Reid. A brother of the dead man testi- 
fied that he knew of no one who entertained 
enmity against his brother, and he could not 
account for his murder. The wife of the de- 
ceased also testified, but she knéw nothing 
that would throw any light on the case. 

The surgeons who made the post-mortem 
examination testified that the weapon had 
been fired within a distance of six inches of 
— body. The wound could be self-inflict- 


The excitement in the city was added to 
today by the discovery this morning of an in- 
fernal machine at the Broadstone railway 
terminus here. It contained four detonators. 
The infernal machine consisted of a canister 
loaded with some kind of explosive. It was 
found under a bridge near the railway term- 
inus, and the supposition is that it was the in- 
tention to blow up the structure. It was taken 
to the Queen’s Street Police Station, where 
experts examined it. 

The police have ascertained that Mearns left 
Dublin the day after the explosion occurred 
near the detective office in Exchange court, 
and that he returned only recently from 
America. 

It is said this afternoon that the police be- 
lieve they are on the scent of the conspiracy 


to which all the recent explosions in Dublin 


were due. Several persons who are believed 
to possess knowledge of the conspiracy were 
examined secretly today. 

The police have obtained evidence connect- 
ing the dynamiters with the murder of Reid. 
The dynamiters doubted Reid's fidelity and 
asked him to go to America, giving him £7 
toleave. Last evening two comrades went 
with him to the North Quay to see him aboard 
the Liverpool boat. There he suddenly 
changed his mind and refused to leave the 
country. His companions quarreled with 
him and the quarrel was kept up in the streets 
until they reached the lonely spot where 
Reid’s body was found by the police. 


MES. LANGTRY AND THE “SQUIRE,” 


Crowds Disappointed in Dismissal of a 
Suit Involving Both. 


Loxpow, Nov. 28.—The Queen’s Bench Di-

today eager to hear the evidence in what they 
believed would be a cause célebre. The case 
grew out of a check given by the late Abing- 
don Baird, better known as Squire Abingdon, 
to Mrs. Lily Langtry. The check was for the 
sum of £30,000. Shortly after Baird had 
given this princely gift to. Mrs. Langtry the 
two had a quarrel, and Baird determined that 
if it was possible he wuuld prevent Mrs. 
Langtry from enjoying the money. . He 
knew that to demand the return of the check 
himself would result in refusal, so he thought 
he would use diplomacy. 

He went to Mr. Seaton, a well-known racing 
man, and employed him to get the check or 
the money back, promising to give him one- 
third of the amount. Seaton quietly went to 
work and after some delay he secured the 
money and turned it over to Baird. The lat- 
ter gave Seaton a check for £10,000, but 
when it was presented for payment Seaton 
was surprised to find that payment had been 
stopped. He learned that Baird had become 
reconciled with Mrs. Langtry, and this enlight- 
ened him as to why he could not obtain the 
money his che¢k called for. Efforts to get 
Baird to pay his debt failed and after his 
death Seaton brought suit against the execu- 
tors of Baird’s estate to recover the commis- 
sion claimed. 

The case caine on today, and hence the 
crowd in the court-room, all of whom ex- 
pected to hear evidence bearing on the reia- 
tions that had existed betw°en Baird and Mrs. 
Langtry. Counsel for Seaton had hardly be- 
gun his address when Sir Henry James, 
counsel for the executors, arose and asked 
for the withdrawal of the case. The request 
was granted and the case will be settled out 
of court. 


GLADSTONE TQ A SOCIALIST DEMAND. 


Replies That the Government Will Not In- 
vestigate Labor Conditions. 


Loxpox, Nov. 28.—In the House of Com- 
mons today Mr. James Keir Hardie, Socialist 
member for the South Division of Westham, 
asked whether the government would appoint 
a select committee of members of the House 
to consider the condition of the unemployed 
throughout the country. Mr. Gladstone in 
reply said the practice established is, where 
extra distress prevails in particular districts, 
for the local authorities to deal with the mat- 
ter. He added that it was decidedly the opin- 
ion of the government that this course ought 
to be continued. 

Mr. Sydney Buxton, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary of the Colonial Office, responding to ques- 
tions, said the House would be giad to learn 
the views of the Earlof Aberdeen, Governor- 
General of Canada,won the recent attempt to 
blow up the Nelson monument in Montreal. 
The Governor-General had telegraphed that 
the affair was a freak on the part of three ex- 
citable lads. It had been a subject of regret 
and complete disapproval in the French as 
well as the English papers of Canada. 

Mr. Edward Carson, Conservative member 
for Dubiin University, asked if the govern- 
ment had any information regarding dyna- 
miters in Dublin.

The Irish Government pre- 
ferred to say nothing in the meantime.

BOMB FOR EMPEROR. 
GERMAN ANAROHISTS SEND ONE TO

Beri, Nov. 28.—[Copyright, 18938, by 
James Gordon Bennett.]—It is’ learned the 
Emperor also received an infernal machine, 
He had a long interview with Prefect Rich- 
tofen today. The police have taken extensive 
measures of precaution, fearing fresh at- 
tempts of Anarchists. It is believed Anar- 
chists in various capitals have formed an or- 
ganization for a vigorous campaign. 

The internal machine which was sent to 
Emperor William consisted of a wooden box 
such as is used for dominoes, at one end of 
which near the bottom was fixed a brass case 
charged with nitro-glycerine, and so arranged 
as to be fired by an ordinary percussion cap 
when the box should be opened, Theremain- 
ing space in the box was filled with loose gun- 
powder. 

Immediately after learning that an infernal 
machine had been received at the German 
Chancellerie the French Ambassador in Ber- 
lin sent a telegram to President Carnot in- 
forming him of the facts. President Carnot 
replied that he would do all in his power to 
help discover the author of so villainous an 
attack upon the life of the German Chan- 
cellor, :

WILL FIGHT THE RIFFIANS, 


Gen. De Campos Reaches Melilla=Negotia- 
tions with the Tribesmen. 


Maprip, Nov. 28.—Gen. Campos arrived at 
Melilla this afternoon and was received with 
military honors by the garrison and with 
great enthusiasm by both troops and populace. 
Gen. Campos assumed command immediate- 
ly, and at once proceeded to examine the situ- 
ation and to inspect the lines and forces. He 
approved everything that Gen. Macias had 
done. 

The representatives of the powers that 
signed the Madrid treaty of 1880 went to the 
Foreign Office yesterday and were given as- 
surances that Spain desires to maintain the 
status quo unless events should force her to 
change her intentions, This latter contingen- 
cy, however, the government thinks, is im- 
probable. 

Gen. Macias, now commanding the Span- 
ish forces at Melilla, telegraphed today that 
allis quiet around that place. Work has 
been completed on the trenches, and the out- 
posts have been supplied with provisions 
enough to last for weeks. Muley Araaf, the 
Sultan’s brother and envoy, continues his 
negotiations with the Riffians with the object 
of getting them to withdraw and leave the 
Spaniards in undisputed possession of the 
Melilla territory. The Pasha, El Arbi, on 
behalf of the Riffians has solicited a new in- 
terview with Gen Macias. 

Lonpox, Nov. 28.—A special dispatch from 
Melilla yesterday via Malaga states that the 
news of the coming of Gen. Martinez de Cam- 
pos to assumé command of the Spanish troops 
has produced the greatest enthusiasm among 
the soldiers. The army rejoices that opera- 
tions against the Riffians will now not be fur- 
ther delayed. 


FRANCE WITHOUT A CABINET. 


President Carnot Unable to Secure a Min- 
istry=M, Raynal Declines, 


Paris, Nov. 28.—M. Raynal has declined 
the request of President Carnot to attempt to 
form a new ministry. His refusal is the gen- 
eral topic of conversaticn in political circles 
this evening. M. Raynal leads the Moderate 
Opportunists and it is fairly certain that he 
would command a good majority. His re- 
fusal, therefore, is assumed to  indi- 
cate="that President Carnot imposes 
upon those whom he requests to undertake the 
formation of a Cabinet the condition that the 
policy of concentration shall be maintained 
in order to conciliate the Kadicals; whereas 
M. Raynal and the other possible Premiers 
look upon it as imperative that the munistry 
shal! be a homogeneous one. 

It is expected that President Carnot will to- 
morrow call upon M. Fallieres or M. Shuller 
to undertake the formation of a Cabinet. It 
is thought in some quarters that M. Shuller is 
likely to accept the task.

The Stanton Affair, 

New Yorn, “Nov. 28.—(Special.]—The 
steamer Maskelyne, Capt. Gregory, a 
here this morning, having left Rio de Ja 
Nov. 5. According to Capt, Gregory a strong 
tide of public opinion has set in against Pres. 
ident Peixoto, and Mello is gaining in sympa- 
thy daily.

Among the Maskelyne’s passengers is a 
sailor of the United States steamer Charles- 
ton, which was anchored in the harbor when 
Admiral Stanton dropped his flag to Mello 
and received the Brazilian  revolutionist 
aboard his ship. The Charleston, he said, was 
in the harbor of Rio when Admiral 0. F. 
Stanton committed the breach of national 
etiquette for. which he has been recalled. 
The Charleston “tar,”’ who said his name was 
James Letford, states that there can be no 
question as to the American Admiral’s action, 
although he did nothing more than every 
other foreign vessel that entered the bay. But 
that he did salute the revolutionary com- 
mander with full knowledge of what he was 
doing, says the sailor, there can be no doubt, 

In commenting on the Stanton affair the 
Rio News of Oct. 81 contains the following in 
a leading editorial: 

The telegrams received here the 26th of the re- 
call of Admiral O..F. Stanton, commander-in- 
chief of the United States nava! forces at this 
station, occasioned a goneral surprise. That no 
intentional slight or offense was committed no 
one can dispute, for Admiral Stanton had only 
just arrived and could have formed no opinion 
on the conflict. Weare glad to say that his re- 
call, not “dismissal,” as some native journals 
say, is universally regretted, not only by Ameri- 
cans but by foreigners of every nationality. He 
had won the confidence and esteem ofa large 
number of residents, who not only sympathized 
with his misfortune but who deeply regret his 
departure,

(Tue Tarsvnxe approves the plan proposed by 
the late Secretary Windom, which was to provide 
that silver bullion may be put into the National 
Treasury atits bullion value, and paid out at 
its bullion value in redemption of the paper is- 
sued against it when it was placed there. Tus 
TrisUNnz does not favorthe proposition to pro- 
vide by law that 600 or any other number of 
grains of silver shall be legal tender for $1, in 
the absence of agréement to the correspon 
ratio by leading commercial nations. Under pres- 
ent conditions such ao arrangement in this country 
alone simply would amount to a lowering of our 
standard of money values. If the ounce of silver 
be worth 68 cents, the ounce and a quarter 
would be worth no more than 85 cents of 
the money standard now established. Silver 
fluctuates in value too much to make it desirable 
as a standard of values, which it would be if the 
law should designate a named number of grains 
as being exactly worth one dollar. The United 
States must retain gold as the standard, and the 
only one, leaving silver free to be bought and 
sold atits current commercial value as measured 


in terms of gold.)

In 
the first act the tension is seldom relieved and 
then but fora moment, and were it not for the 
lighter element introduced in the second act the 
strain would become apti-climuacteric, prov- 
ing, as it is, diffieult to sustain. One undeniable 
mistake isthe fall of the curtain between the 
first and second acts. The rapidity of the move- 
ment is hampered +dy this delay and it would 
seem a greater realness as well as intensity 
would result if this plan were followed. The 
arrangement of the voices is unusual, the regular 
quintet giving place to a soprano, two tenors, 
and two baritones. In the handling of the voices 
and the instruments there is a graphic charm. 
The emotions indicated in tne text are reflected 
in the music with earnestness and a true sense of 
dramatic values. Important work is intrusted 
to the chorus and the sequence of concerted 
and solo passages is both grateful and nataral 
in result. The accompaniment to Nedda’s 
song, -“The | Birds Are Flying,” reealls 
strongly the tird music in Siegfried. Aft-Gne 
point there was a suggestion of Mozart, lasting 
sixteen bars, and at anotherof Mascagni. But 
with such slight exception there is displayed a 
boldness and originality rich in promise of 
future attainment. The love of the clown for his 
wife, her faithlessness dnd promise to Sylvio to 
cast her fortunes with his, the revenge of the 
slighted Tonio, and his revelations to the heart- 
broken husband attain a ghastly climax in the 
scene in which he murders her. This:scene in its 
contrasts, in the vividness of the emotional under- 
chrrent, and the admirable opposites of light and 
intense shadow produce a wonderfully dramatic, 
but a harrowing, effect. The earnestness 
of the composer is always apparent. He never 
for an instant loses sight of his aim. 
Mme. Pevny displayed a soprano of excellent 
range and dramatic in quality, but rendered thin 
in mezzo voice passages because of misuse 
through an explosive method of management. 
As an actress she displayed eminent ability and 
appreciation. Payne Clarke as Canio, in his 
clown costume and whitened face, looked like a 
tombstone and acted with a degree of feeling in 
accord with his appearance. When he declares 
“I love you " tothe object of his devotion it is 
with no more fervor than he would say “ Hand 
me the butter.” As 4 passionate Italian husband 
it will readily be understood that he was scarcely 
equal to the exigencies. The rest of the cast had 
better have been in the chorus. The second part 
of the performance consisted of Mascagni’s 
“ Cavalleria. Rusticana.” The breadth of the 
latter work, the carefal disposition of effects, 
and the higher melodic gifta of the composer 
were strongly evident. But “I Pagliacci ”’ re- 
tained undiminished the power and force of its 
impression. Whether Leoncavallo's future work 
will display advance or retfogression, as has 
done that of Mascagni, time alone will show, but 
there is in ** I Pagliacci" indication of a caliber 
of mind that encourages hopeful expectancy. 
The same principals appeared in both operas, 
Mme. Peyny sustaining the réle of Santuzza in

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AN ADVERSE DECISION STIRS UP 
THE TOLLESTON SHOOTING OLUB 


Its Indiana Preserves Threatened by the 
State Authorities, Which Claim Them 
Under the Swamp Lands Act=Nearly

A decision was rendered Monday in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Lake County, Ind., in favor of 
the State in a suit to recover lands now in 
possession of the Tolleston Shooting club of 
this city, but the club members do not pro- 
pose to let the matter rest there. It will be 
carried to the State Supreme Court and from 
there to the Supreme Court of the United 
States if necessary, The tract embraces be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 acres, 2,300 acres of 
which belong to the club, The land was pur- 
chased of the United States Government by 
the club more than twenty years ago and duly 
patented, and the club has been paying taxes 
on it ever since, It is intimated by club mem- 
bers that the suit was brought in order to 
make political-capital for certain Indiana 
persons, | 

The Tolleston Shooting club, which has 107 
members, is composed of some of the wealthy 
and influential men of Chicago. F. A. Howe 
has been its President for twenty - years, 
George Manisrre is Secretary, and C, D. Pea- 
cock is Treasurer. Among the members are 
such men as Marshall Field, N. K. Fairbank, 
Louis Huck, George E. Adams, C, L. Ray- 
mond, C, C. Moore, Thomas Murdock, J. 8S. 
Norton, Ferdinand W. Peck, C. I. Peck, and 
E. 8. Pike. The club was formed in 1870 
and reorgan in 1873 under the laws of 
Illinois.
